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THE WHITE SIDE OF THE 
QUESTION. 


(By M. S. Prescott.) 


Of the first twenty-five breeders to 
respond to my letter of inquiry con- 
cerning the color fad, it will be re- 
membered that only three expressed 
a preference for light animals. Fol- 
lowing is a letter from one of the 
three: 

“Our personal observation leads us 
to believe that the light animal is 
preferable in a great many ways. We 
have found that our largest record 
animals have mostly been light in 
color. 

“It is an acknowledged fact that 
general appearance is a great asset. 
If you go into the market to buy 
fruit, and are not familiar with the 
varieties, you would be very apt to 
select a nice, red apple in preference 
to a gree none or one that lacked 
color, and we cannot help but feel that 
for the same reason, the white cow 
being more attractive, the average 
buyer would select her. There are a

great many people that are consid- 
ering entering the Holstein-Friesian 
business, as they like the appearance 
of the light and well marked animal.

color markings. If any difference, 
we would say that it was in prefer- 
ence to the light ones. 

“You ask the question if we think 
the present color fad will work in- 
jury to the ‘breed. We would not 
sacrifice production for color mark- 
ings, but we believe it is possible to 
retain the color markings and beauty 
of the animal in connection ‘with 
large production. We cannot help 
but feel that there would be a greater 
injury to the breed if dark animals 
should become popular with many of 
the old breeders, as it would doubt- 
less have a tendency to keep a large 
number of buyers from entering the 
Holstein-Friesian ranks that other- 
wise might be profitable customers. 


“It is doubtful if we would use a 
dark bull at the head of our herd— 
we certainly would not unless he was 
a fine individual, perfectly straight 
rump, good depth of body, and all 
that could be desired otherwise as 
an individual. We find that the call 
for the light animal is insistant, in 
fact it seems to be growing rather 
than lessening. We do not believe 
that a dark bull at the head of a herd 
can possibly counteract the fad for 
light animals.” 

Every man is entitled to his own 
opinion, but the great majority (88 
per cent) of the breeders who _ re- 
plied to my letter stated a preference 
for even markings or more _ black 
than white. This of course is not

conclusive, but is 
strong statement. 

This letter brings us right back to 
the point of the relative attractive. 
ness of the dark and light animals, 
It has been my privilege this spring 
to attend three large public sales— 
the Woodcrest, Crumhorn, and Breed- 
ers’ Consignment Sales. Being es. 
pecially interested in the question, | 
observed as carefully as I could to 
see just how much the color of an 
animal affected its market value, It 
is my conclusion that the color af- 
fected the prices but little. The lead- 
ing consideration of course was 
breeding, with individuality insisted 
upon more strongly, it seems, than 
ever before. If these two considera- 
tions were satisfactory, the buyers 
appeared to bid as readily upon a 
dark animal as upon a light one. In 
view of these facts I can hardly agree 
with the writer of the letter that the 
prevalence of dark animals would 
“keep a large number of buyers from 
entering the Holstein-Friesian ranks 
that otherwise might be profitable 
customers.” 

Another breeder who has been prom- 
inently associated with Holstein- 
Friesian cattle almost from the first 
importation, writes: 

“Answering No. 1 question, would 
say that while I do not believe color 
makes any difference in production, 
people demand more white than 
black in color, so that there is actual 
money value at the present time in 
the light color, and higher prices can 
be secured for the light colored ani- 
mals. 

No. 2. I prefer to breed the class 
of animals wanted, and to my mind 
the lighter colored animals are more 
pleasing to the eye, and equally good 
as producers.” 

If there were any particular foun- 
dation for the discrimination in favor 
of light colored animals, it would 
cease to be a fad, but would be a 
matter of business. At first thought 
it would seem, as the writer of the 
foregoing letter states, that the fact 
that there is actual money value in 
the light color would raise the ques- 
tion from the level of fad. But let 
us look a little farther. It is my 
opinion, and on this ground I do not 
stand alone, the light color fad is 
fostered and kept alive by the begin- 
ners in the Holstein-Friesian game. 
They labor under the idea that to 
be in the swim they must breed 
light cattle. Thus a demand is creat- 
ed to which the older breeders, who 
supply the foundation stock, are in 
many instances catering, even while 
deprecating the existence of such an 
abnormal condition. 

It is very generally concede that 
the ligth colored cow, from an eco- 


nevertheless g

nomic standpoint, is on about equal 
terms with her darker sister, the dif- 
ference, if any, being in favor of the 
dark cow. Right here is where the 
color question degenerates into a fad, 
the increased market value of the 
white animals being brought about by 
no economic superiority, but by the 
demands of a trade which misappre- 
hends the true situation. If the new 
breeders could be apprised of the ac- 
tual conditions, the color fad bubble 
would, I fancy, be effectually bursted. 

But how is this to be accomplish- 
ed? The recent record breakers (in- 
cluding all three 40-Ib. cows) have

undoubtedly done more than _  any- 
thing else to lessen the disfavor with 
which dark colors have been viewed. 
Then too, if breeders, in their adver- 
tising, would cease making apologies 
for an animal that is more than half 
black, they would help out the situa- 
tion immeasurably. 

In breeding for color we are over- 
looking the essential points—produc- 
tion and individuality. These are 
the qualities that have placed the 
Holstein-Friesian cow in her present 
proud position at the head of all the 
dairy breeds. ‘Color markings had 
nothing to do with it. The other

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breeds are not asleep. Look at the 
advance in type achieved within the 
past few years by the Ayrshire 
breeders. If the Holstein-Friesian 
cow is to retain her leadership in 
future, she must be bred for the 
things that count—more individuality 
being the: greatest need-at present. 

Leave the question of color to take 
care of itself. In the words of Supt. 
Gardner, “The principle should be 
that any good Holstein-Friesian is of 
a good color.”

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THE STORY OF BEAVER DAM 
STOCK FARM. 
(By E. G. Misner.) 


To spend the day with a man who 
bas devoted the greater share of his 
attention for the past 31 years to the 
business details of an extensive 
manufacturing and importing enter- 
prises, by virtue of which he has been 
privileged to become extraordinarily 
familiar with institutions and men, 
both in their native and foreign cus- 
toms. must in itself prove educational 
tnd interesting. But when such 
command of the broad things of life; 
when versatility of such a character 
is supplemented, both by a keen in- 
terest in farming and the live stock 
industry, and by a congenial dispo- 
sition the pleasures of such an ex- 
perience are greatly increased. 

A man capable of affording such 
gratification and of affording it com- 
pletely is Mr. Julius Schmid, a busi- 
nes man of New York City, and pro- 
prietor of Beaver Dam Stock Farm. 
In spite of the demands of business 
activities upon his attention, Mr. 
Schmid finds time to spend from 
Saturday until Monday at his family 
home on the farm. 

Beaver Dam Stock Farm comprises 
350 acres of the most fertile land in 
the Wallkill Valley. It is located 2 
miles from either Montgomery or 
Campbell Hall, in Orange County. 
Three railroads are within easy ac- 
cess. As a Holstein-Friesian farm it 
is of historic interest, for it was here 
that the first Holstein-Friesians in 
Orange County were, owned by Mr. 
John P. Covert, who for 25 years in 
the latter half of the past century 
continued to breed and rear some of 
the best representatives of the breed 
in the country. It has been in pos- 
session of the present owner for the 
past seven years. The farm is prac- 
tically square with the main road 
passing through the center; the 
Beaver Dam Creek from which the 
farm derives its name, winding its 
way through one side. The land is 
slightly rolling, all easily tilled, and 
fairly free from stones. Fifty acres 
of corn, 35 acres of alfalfa and a 
proportionate acreage of hay, oats, 
wheat and rye were grown last year.

and _at- 


elevation with a small lake between 
them and the public road, leave a 
favorable impression with the visitor. 
The residence built nearly 100 years 
ago is as perfect in its luxury and 
taste as is the farm in its appoint- 
ments. Any one who has enjoyed 
the hospitality of Mr. Schmid’s home 
would feel that it should not pass 
without comment. An extensive 
hot house supplies garden vegetables 
in and out of their season. 

The stock barns and other build- 
characteristic dark 


ings painted in 

yellow comprise two groups; one 
removed approximately 1000 feet 
from the residence and the _ other 


group. All are extraordinarily well 
lighted and scrupulously clean, (being 
painted or white-washed on the in- 
terior), have cement floors and water 
available for use in the mangers as 
desired. The King system of venti- 
lation is used, and all of the windows 
are of double glass with an air space 
between to prevent the condensa- 
tion of moisture on the interior. The 
larger group of buildings is situated 
the residence. These include 
stables for the accommodation of 
the trotting bred and work horses, 
two large barns with a stabling ca- 
pacity for sixty head of cattle, two 
silos, piggeries, poultry houses, gran- 
naries, garage, coal houes and other 
accessory buildings. The cattle barn 
is equipped with two rows of the 
Garves Sanitary Barn Equipment, 
which provides each animal with a 
separate feed manger, swinging stan- 
chion and a partitioned stall, the ani- 
mals facing outward.

The equipment at Beaver Dam is so 
complete, and the facilities for the 
production of a fancy product so 
great that in the future it is planned 
to secure a special trade. 

The second group of buildings con- 
sists of two wings 18 by 70 each, a 
calf barn 35 by 45, a silo and an ele- 
gant stone dairy house and _ herds- 
man’s abode. The wings are equip- 
ped the James way to accommodate 
35 head. The growing stock every 
one in fine healthy, vigorous condi-

here. They are tuberculin tested. 
The calf barn is the acme of perfec- 
tion with respect to sanitation, ven- 
tilation, lighting and convenience. It 
is proportioned with 24 individual 
pens, each 6 feet by 7.5 feet, separat- 
ed ‘by steel grating partitions of Mr. 
Schmid’s original design. _ Individual 
hay racks and steel feed buckets are 
provided. It is heated by steam; the 
pipes being in the center near the 
ceiling. The calves are fed _ pas- 
teurized milk heated at a tempera- 
ture of 180 degrees Fahrenheit, for 
15 minutes, and immediately cooled 
to feeding temperature. Provision 
for this work as well as for the hand- 
ling of the milk and for milk test- 
ing, steam heating and water-pump- 
ing is secured in the dairy house 
located directly opposite. It is in 
keeping with the other buildings in 
equipment and convenience. 


Until recently Mr. Schmid was 


more particularly interested in the. 


breeding of standard bred horses and 
owned some of the best. Today he 
is the proud possessor of a fashion- 
able bred stallion; one of the best in 
the country and has colts from dams 
with records as low as 2:08. As 
time progresses however, his liking 
for the horse is gradually being sup- 
erseded ‘by an enthusiastic admira- 
tion for the Holstein-Friesian cow, 
and at present he has some royally 
bred animals with high records in 


his herd. He is active in organiza- 


tion work; and recently was instru- 
mental in the organization of the 
Orange County Holstein-Friesian 
Breeders’ Club, composed of promin- 
ent and successful breeders in Or- 
ange and adjoining counties. He was 
elected the first president of the club. 
Mr. Schmid is one of the few in his 
position who prefers to refrain from 
the coilecting of a museum by pur- 
chase, or in his own expression de- 
sires to be a breeder and not a dealer. 
This is evidenced by the fact that 
he now has 30 daughters of one of 
his herd sires, which he expects to 
retain in his herd to be tested for 
the Advanced Registry. Success has 
attended the herdsman in his effort 
at A. R. O. work the past season. 
Let us now consider the Beaver Dam 
herd sires. 


The premier sire is Sir Prilly Se- 


gis, a son of King Segis and the 
wonderful young cow, Prilly Princess 
Julia De Kol. As a two-year-old she 
produced 18.92 ths. of butter in 7 
days. As a three-year-old she broke 
the world’s record, making 28.25 Ibs. 
in seven days. Again at 4 years, 8 
months, she produced 30.44 Ibs. with 
an average of 4.95 per cent fat. She

The June ment Sale which was 
Sale. held at Syracuse, June 


5-6, sustained its repu- 
tation as the crowning event of the 
year.. The conduct of the sale under 
the management of E. M.: Hastings 
was near perfect, the weather was 
ideal and the ring-side cosmopolitan. 
Though no phenomenal prices were 
realized, 24 animals brought from 
$1,000 to $3,000 each and 60 animals 
exceeded $500 each. The 198 ani- 
mals that passed through the _ ring 
brought $95,320, an average exceed- 
ing $480. These figures proclaim the 
character of the sale in no uncertain 
language. 

The contributors were ten in num- 
ber, viz: A. A. Cortelyou, Stevens 
Bros. Co., John C. Sharpe, Chas. L. 
Roberts, W. L. Roberts, A. A, Woerts- 
horn, Heniy Sicveus « Son, H. A. 
Moyer, C. H. Fisk, and Wing R. Smith. 
The 44 head consigned by Stevens 
Bros. Co. brought an average of 
$798; 45 head, by A. A. Cortelyou, 
$569; 15 head by A. A. Hartshorn, 
$561; and 12 head by H. A. Moyer, 
$420.° The five-year-old daughter of 
Hengerveld De Kol, consigned by A. 
A. Cortelyou topped the sale at $3,000. 
She was taken by Oliver Cabana, Jr., 
of Elma Center, N. Y. The yearling 
son of King of the Pontiacs, consign- 
ed by Stevens Bros. Co. was a close 
second, bringing $2,900. He went to 
Cole & Russell.

Hoard’s Dairyman re- 
cently contained the 
following paragraph: 
“The tendency seems to be towards 
an adjustable scale of prices for mar- 
ket milk, the adjustment working in 
two directions; that is, a premium 
for milk containing above a certain 
per cent of fat, and a premium for 
quality in respect of cleanliness. 
Both seem to be moves in the right 
direction.” Well, hardly! We would 
ask our esteemed contemporary why 
in all cases market milk should re- 
ceive a premium if containing above 
a certain per cent of fat? If all mar- 
ket milk was to be made into butter 
we should be inelned to admit the 
Dairyman’s generality, but it is well

known that in the New England and 
Middle States at least the great bulk 
of the market milk is consumed in 
its raw state. Since it is proven that 
milk containing a high per cent of 
fat contains a less per cent of milk 
sugar and vice versa, and since it is 
also proven that the fat of the high 
per cent fat milk is less finely emul- 
sified and therefore less easily di- 
gestible, particularly for children 
and invalids, why we ask should a 
premium be paid for that milk which 
is the less wholesome? 

Since the quality of the fat in a 
high per cent fat milk is not improv- 
ed by skimming and since in a high 
per cent fat milk there is a lower 
per cent of solids not fat watering 
can only serve to further reduce the 
per cent of solids not fat which con- 
stitute the tissue-building materials, 
again we ask why pay a premium for 
such milk? 

The fact that Federal and State in- 
stitutions throughout the country are 
rapidly establishing Holstein-Friesian 
herds, the breed producing a high 
per cent of solids, not fat, is an in- 
dies+‘en that the tendency is not gen- 
erally towards a premium for a high 
per cent of fat and a low per cent 
of other solids. It would seem to us 
that this movement which is towards 
the more wholesome milk, the milk 
with the higher per cent of tissue 
building material, the life giving 
milk, is the move in the right di- 
rection.

show ring, and should require one 
better than many past state fair 
champions to win from her. As a 
three-year-old she milked 75 Ibs. in 
a day, and is now on test and gain- 
ing. Her sire is a son of Hengerveld 
De Kol, 116 A. R. O. daughters and 
51 sons. Her dam is Finderne De 
Kol Mutual Princess with a 14-tb ree- 
ord. 

Another three-year-old with a cred- 
itable record is Helene Beauty, 23.138 
Ibs. from 398.7 Ibs. of milk. Her sire 
is Spring Valley De Kol, who traces 
to Lord Netherland De Kol in the 
fourth generation. Helen Hartog, 
her dam is a direct descendant of the 
original Hartog and Clothilde fami- 
lies, that have made breed history. 

A junior two-year-old that produc- 
ed 18 pounds of butter in 7 days is 
not uncommon. However, it was but 
a few years ago, that one with a rec- 
ord of 20 tbs. was still unheard of, 
and even today is considered a re- 
markably promising young cow.

GRANDDAUGHTERS OF KING OF 
THE PONTIACS. 
Editor H.-F. World: 

The reputation of King of the Pon- 
tiacs asa sire of high record daugh- 
ters stands far above that of all 
other bulls of his age, but few breed- 
ers are aware just how good his sons 
are in this respect. Although only a 
few granddaughters of this sire are 
as yet in milk, they are showing, be- 
yond doubt, that the sons of King of 
the Pontiacs have inherited’ the 
transmitting qualities of their sire, 
the greatest living sire of the breed. 
In size of record, Champion Dora 
Korndyke, a_ three-year-old, leads, 
with 26.74 Ibs. Queen Pontiac Mech- 
thilde, a senior three, is second with 
26.46 Ibs., and the great junior two- 
year-old, Star Rena Wayne Pietertje, 
with 26.2 Ibs. butter in seven days is 
third. This heifer won first prize in 
the junior two-year-old class for the 
fiscal year just closed, and also sec- 
ond prize in the thirty-day division, 
producing over one hundred pounds 
of butter in that length of time. Three 
granddaughters over 26 pounds for an 
eight-year-old sire is certainly  re- 
markable.
